Patience  Strong. 
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Smoking    ^f         Lung 
and       m       Cancer 


Is  cigarette  smoking  a  cause  of  cancer?  It  is  time  that  a  clear  answer 
was  given  to  this  question.  Far  too  many  conflicting  opinions  have  been 
expressed  on  the  subject — often  opinions  of  people  who.  although  experts 
in  their  own  fields,  are  by  no  means  authorities  on  the  epidemiology  of 
cancer. 

And  not  a  few  smoke  screens  have  been  thrown  out  to  obscure  the 
relationship  between  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung.  I  was  shocked  to 
read  the  following  newspaper  report: 

"The  National  Cancer  Association  of  South  Africa  is  not  convinced 
that  smoking  is  a  direct  cause  of  lung  cancer,  according  to  Mr.  A.  W. 
Gover-Jackson,  Secretary  of  the  Natal   Region   of  the  Association. 

Now  that  is  a  most  misleading  statement.  Of  course,  cigarette  smoking 
is  not  a  direct  cause  of  lung  cancer.  No  one  ever  claimed  that  it  was.  There 
is  in  fact  no  "Direct"  cause  of  cancer — or  measles,  mumps,  tuberculosis  or 
a  bashed-in-head  or  anything  else. 

As  Dr.  Straus  has  stressed.  "There  is  no  one  final  cause  of  an  illness. 
Aetiological  (causative)  factors  are  to  be  sought  for  at  any  or  all  of  the 
following  levels:  1.  Psychic,  2.  Somatic,  3.  Constitution  and  genetic.  4.  Social 
and  enviromental." 

INCIDENCE 

Not  every  heavy  cigarette  smoker  develops  cancer  of  the  lung.  Never- 
theless the  incidence  of  lung  cancer  is  much  higher  among  heavy  cigarette 
smokers  than  among  light  or  non-smokers;  and  the  younger  they  began  to 
smoke  and  the  more  cigarettes  they  smoked  daily,  the  greater  the  incidence 
of  lung  cancer  among  them. 

In  fact,  the  commonest  type  of  lung  cancer  (squamous  carcinoma)  is 
not  found  at  all  among  non-smokers. 

If  a  non-smoker  develops  cancer  of  the  lung,  it  is  of  another  kind, 
either  the  glandular  type  (adeno-carcinoma.)  or  what  is  called  oat-cell 
carcinoma. 

The  world  famous  lung  cancer  expert.  Dr.  Oscher.  says  that  a  man 
who  smokes  more  than  60  cigarettes  a  day  is  committing  suicide  as  surely 
as  if  he  were  putting  a  pistol  to  his  head  and  pulling  the  trigger. 

And  the  medium  to  a  heavy  cigarette  smoker  is  surely  playing  a  kind 
of  "Russian  Roulette"  with  himself.  Each  time  he  lights  a  cigarette,  his  or 
her  chances  of  developing  cancer  grow  greater  and  greater. 

When  his  lungs  can  no  longer  take  it  they  will  develop  cancer — whether 
he  inhales  or  not,  whether  he  smokes  filter-tipped  cigarettes  or  not. 

TRIGGER 

For  the  precipitating  factor  in  cancer  of  the  lung  is  a  cancer-causing 
substance  contained  in  the  "smoke."  In  this  regard  we  call  to  mind  the

The  Lord  has  chosen  you  and  I 
to  be  a  part  of  it  all,  and  through 
us  the  people  of  the  world  will  re- 
cede the  gospel.  It  can  be  no  other 
way  but  through  the  human  ele- 
ment, You  and  I. 

The  worth  of  souls  is  great! 
Seldom  in  the  earth's  history  have 
the  members  of  the  true  religion 
been  in  the  majority.  All  those 
who  have  offered  to  give  the  truth 
to  others  have  disappointments 
many  times.  But  lo  us  the  words  of

who  are  his  representatives  in  his 
work  and  his  glory.  How  are  we  to 
respond?  In  what  way  can  we 
realize    such    a   call? 

Through  the  prophet,  David  O. 
McKay  we  find  our  answer  .  .  . 
"Every  member  a  missionary."  The 
following  are  the  things  we  do  to 
be  successful  to  the  trust  placed  in 
us : 

Write  down  the  name,  phone 
number,  and  address  of  each  friend, 
relative,  neighbour  and  business 
associate.

Many  ideals  are  taught  in  the  church  and  chief  among  them  I  think  is 
Loyalty.  Loyalty  is  a  characteristic  that  describes  a  person  with  genuine 
fibre  and  sinew  of  integrity.  It  is  that  something  that  can  be  acquired  yet 
is  never  found  in  a  spy  or  traitor. 

A  man  is  measured  in  part,  not  alone  by  wisdom,  power,  or  wealth, 
but  by  his  loyalty  to  his  ideals.  The  world  has  caught  its  greatest  inspira- 
tion from  men  who  dared  to  dream  and  then,  remain  loyal  to  their  heavenly 
visions.  An  example  of  such  a  kind  of  man  is  the  prophet  Joseph  Smith. 
He  died  with  the  testimony  on  his  lips,  that  he  saw  our  Heavenly  Father 
and  His  Son,  and  that  the  gospel  had  been  restored. 

Another  example  is  Jesus,  who  pictured  a  world  in  which  all  men  are 
brothers  and  sisters;  He  died  to  make  this  goal  possible.  Someone  has  said 
that  loyalty  is  love  in  action.  Jesus  loved  us  and  he  gave  himself  on  our 
behalf.  He  looked  upon  men  with  the  conclusion  that  they  were  worth 
every  sacrifice. 

Upon  that  hill  shaped  like  a  skull,  he  showed  to  us  the  true  meaning  of 
loyalty,  he  demonstrated  how  to  be  loyal  to  our  ideals.  What  Christ  did  and 
was  should  command  our  loyalty.

agent  that  caused  "chimney  sweepers"  scrotal  cancer  a  product  of  incom- 
plete combustion  present  in  the  soot  of  the  chimney. 

No,  the  agent  in  cigarette  smoke  is  not  the  "direct"  cause  of  squamous 
carcinoma  of  the  lung:  it  triggers  off  latent  factors  that  club  together  to 
cause  cancer. 

If  we  cannot  find  or  control  these  latent  factors,  surely  it  is  sensible 
not  to  pull  the  trigger?  If  you  want  to  develop  cancer  at  the  age  of  45, 
start  lighting  up  your  cigarettes  when  you  are  20.  If,  however,,  you'd  rather 
put  off  cancer  to  a  later  age — say  75  don't  light  a  cigarette  till  you  are  50 
years  old. 

Responsible  medical  authorities  on  cancer  of  the  lung  have  asked  me  to 
request  journalists  not  to  treat  this  matter  flippantly  in  their  columns. 
Certainly  it  is  not  flippant  subject. 

If  we  digest  and  remember  the  Golden  Rule  that  there  is  no  one  cause 
of  cancer  (or  any  other  disease),  we  will  think  and  express  ourselves  more 
clearly — and  so  get  a  more  sensible  concept  of  the  ills  that  attack  us.

ENGRAVED  on  a  plaque  above 
the  door  of  a  very  famous 
restaurant  are  these  words :  "The 
secret  of  success,  of  happiness,  of 
life  is  to  give.  Let  man  serve  and 
somehow  the  Divine  Law  will  find 
him  out,  be  he  ever  so  secretive 
about  the  service  he  renders.  There 
is  an  immutable  law  of  compensa- 
tion that  decrees:  'As  you  give  so 
shall  you  receive'." 

No  greater  opportunity  for  ser- 
vice has  ever  been  offered  to 
women,  than  that  offered  to  the 
women  of  this  generation  through 
the  medium  of  the  Relief  Society. 
Since  the  inception  of  this  organi- 
zation the  lives  of  thousands  of 
women  have  been  made  happy, 
glorified  and  enriched  through 
active  membership  in  this  divinely 
inspired    organization. 

The  Saviour,  speaking  to  His 
disciples  said :  "Seek  ye  first  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteous- 
ness, and  all  these  things  will  be 
added  unto  you."  (Matt.  6:33)  At 
the  time  the  Saviour  made  that 
statement,  these  things  meant  only 
bread  and  raiment  to  those  who 
listened.  But  Relief  Society  women,

Tc  care  for  the  poor  and  the 
sick  and  to  comfort  the  sorrowing 
is  the  sweetest  service  rendered  by 
Relief  Society.  Many  homes  have 
received  both  temporal  and  spiri- 
tual blessings  from  its  members. 
Many  hearts  have  been  made 
lighter  by  a  friendly  call  and  a  kind 
word  from  women  of  this  Society. 
And  the  reward  that  comes  to 
women  who  perform  this  service, 
is  to  enjoy  that  inward  feeling  of 
satisfaction  that  comes  from  serving 
one's  fellowmen.  Above  the  mantle 
of  one  of  the  many  fireplaces  of 
the  world's  famous  Mission  Inn  are 
inscribed   these  words: 

I   built   a   chimney  for   a   com- 
rade old 

I    did    the    work    without    hope 
of  hire. 

Then    wandered    on    in    winters 
cold, 

Yet  all  the  day  I  warmed  before 
fire. 
Active  membership  in   the   Relief 
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Society  offers  the  opportunity  for 
building  close,  warm,  sincere 
friendships. 

The  second  responsibility  given 
to  Relief  Society  is  to  "save  souls". 
At  a  Relief  Society  Conference, 
President  George  Albert  Smith 
said,  "We  must  teach  repentance, 
chastity,  humility  and  take  the 
message  of  faith  and  hope  to  our 
sisters." 

And  to  those  who  are  obedient 
to  this  counsel  will  come  the 
blessings  spoken  of  by  the  Saviour: 
"And  thou  shalt  be  a  Saviour  on 
Mount  Zion  and  people  shall  rise 
up  and  call  you  blessed." 

"To  build  up  and  strengthen  the 
morals  of  the  community  and  to 
raise  human  life  to  its  highest 
level"  is  another  important  purpose 
of    this    organization.

Class  leaders  every- 
where have  awakened  in  the  hearts 
or  many  women  a  greater  desire 
for  education,  a  greater  love  for 
religion,  a  stronger  faith  in  the 
Gospel    of   Jesus    Christ. 

And  the  reward  that  comes  to 
women  who  thus  serve,  is  an 
opportunity  to  grow  in  intelligence, 
to  gain  knowledge  which  will  give 
her  advantage  in  the  world  to 
come.
